The Dail has appoipted a committee of 
ten—five representatives of each party— 
to take steps té restore unity in the 
I.R.A. The committee's first task will 
be to effect a truce, and it has recom- 
mended a cessation of hostilities.—(P. 5.)

lican Army last night captured Kilkenny 
Castle, which was hell by irregular forces. 
Fight men were wounded during the at- 
tack, The regular forces have taken 108 
prisoners during the past. two days.—

_ . Genoa and the Entente. — 
Tn spite of the remarkable patience 
which has been displayed: by Mr. Lloyd 
George, and his unceasing efforts to secure 
agreement, the chances of a successful issue 
from the Genoa Conference seem to be 
dwindling every day. Two fresh elements 
of disunion have been introduced into 
the -councils of the Allies. Although 
the Genoa Conference has been concerned 
mainly with economic affairs, and, more 
particularly, with the restoration ol 
Russia, a strong undercurrent of political 
intrigue has been running through all the 
discussions. While nobody has mentioned 
it, the Near Eastern problem has been 
playing an important part dans les 
coulisses, and now, by their conclusion of 
& separate pact with the Turks, the 
Italians have precipitated a new and very 
serious crisis, Hardly a month ago the 
Allies drew up a basis of peace with 
Turkey. Although previously France had 
entered into an independent arrangement 
with the Angora Government, her repre- 
sentatives joined with those of Britain 
and Italy on this occasion, and, at last, 
there seemed to be a prospect of Allied 
unity in the Near East. 
prospect now. Italy has made an inde 
pendent treaty with the Turks, and the 
whole Paris agreement falls to the 
ground. Having the sympathy 
of France long ago, and now being vir- 
tually the Allies of Italy, Mustapha 
Kemal and his associates can snap their 
fingers at the British Government, which 
is the only party to the Treaty of Sévres.

The other element, oí disunion comes 
from Belgium. The principal Powers at 
Genoa have been engaged in the task 
of drawing up peace terms with 
Russia, and a basis: of agreement was | 
reached at the end of last week. A 
memorandum was drafted: for presentation 
to the Kussians, but at the last moment 
the Belgian representatives refused to 
sign it. The chief French delegate, M. 
Barthou, had left Genoa for Paris in the 
meanwhile, and his remplacant, M. 
Barrére, would nat accept the responsi- 
bility of acting contrary to the wishes ol 
the Belgians. He signed the document, 
as a matter of form, but with-the reserva- 
tion that his signature did not, neces-

sarily bind the French Govérnment to any 
of its provisions. The clause te which 
the Belgians took particular exception 
was that which related~ to. private 
property. Belgian nationals, apparently, 
owned property in Russia before the war 
to the value of roughly, £140,000,000, and 
the Brussels Government refuses to con- 
cede the Bolsheviks’ right to impound it 
onany terms. This attitude can be under- 
stood readily, but it virtually precludes 
the Allies from making’ a bargain 
with Russia, The Belgians, in common 
with the French and all the other nations 
which are .represented at Genoa, have 
admitted repeatedly that the Conference 
will be a complete failure if some agree- 
ment with Russia is not reached. Clearly, 
therefore, they have decided to uphold M. 
Poincaré’s' point of view, and, if neces- 
sary, to wreck the Conference altogether. 

Ttaly ‘has taken independent action in 
regard to the Turks, Belgium and 
France are standing together in their 
opposition to the Bolsheviks, All three 
are opposing British interests in the most 
open manner, . Hitherto, whatever may 
have been his faults im other respects, 
Mr. Lloyd George has put the Entente 
before anything else. In no single 
instance since the Armistice has Britain 
acted independently of her Allies, What 
will she do now? Public opinion in these 
islands, and, indeed, throughout the 
Empire, is heartily sick of political 
chicanery. The people have been told 
that unemployment will continue to im- 
poverish the land until both Germany and 
Russia have been restored to their his- 
toric places in the European system. 
They have been told’ that, if the 
Genoa Conference fails, their children 
w'l’ be condemned to the ordeal of 
another great. war.» They have. every 
desire to work in close intimacy with their 
Allies, but they are entitled to expect 
reciprocity; and, if France, Italy and 
Belgium are justified in placing their in- 
dividual interests before the common 
interests of the Entente, Britain would be 
justified in following theirexample. We 
should be very sorry to learn. that. a 
separate arrangement had been made 
between Britain and Germany or between 
Britain and Russia; but the time has 
come when the British people must begin 
to think of themselves. If the present 
situation at Genoa is allowed to continue, 
independent action by Mr. Lloyd George 
will become inevitable. We can only hope 
that the people of France and Belgium, 
who are far wiser than their politicians, 
will insist upon the maintenance of Allied 
unity,

Sir Robert Hart, a great Irishman, has 
been succeeded by Sir John Jordan, 
another Irishman and formerly British 
Minister at Peking, as the first European 
authority on Chinese affairs. Although 
the country is threatened with civil war 
and rival armies are arrayed near the 
gates-of the capital, Sir John Jordan is 
not a pessimist. The state of China just 
now seems to resemble in some. respects 
that. of Southern Ireland. The various 
provinces are controlled by military 
governors, some of whom aspire. to be 
‘military dictators. They fight among one 
another for personal predominance and 
‘virtually ignore the Government of the 
Republic. . Sir John thinks that many 
years must elapse before Ohina really 
settles down and is again ruled by one 
central authority. He holds, however— 
as Sir Robert Hart held—that the Chinese 
character is essentially pacific, and that 
the country contains within its vast area 
rich elements of progress.

I 
Dwindling Diseases. 
“Modern industrialism’ has many 
critics, but it has been accompanied by 
a steady and notable improvement in the 
public health. Diseases which were 
rampant fifty years ago have vanished, 
or aré vanishing, under the attack of 
organised sanitation and scientific re- 
search. Many of us can recall serious 
outbreaks of typhus fever in the West of 
Ireland. To-day that dread disease is 
almost unknown in these islands, and 
many British doctors never have seen a 
ease. The Medical Correspondent of Phe 
Times points out that. smallpox is follow- 
ing typhus and that typhoid, or enteric, 
is going the same way.. The statistics for 
England and Wales during 1871-1920 show 
a swift and regular “fall in the number 
of deaths from both diseases. Scarlet 
fever is less fatal than formerly, though 
the number of cases has not diminished. 
The campaign against’ consumption has 
produced a marked decline in the numbers 
both of cases and deaths. Nowhere. in 
recent years has this campaign been waged 
more vigorously than in Ireland. — Con- 
sumption is losing ground also in the 
United States. Unhappily, while some 
diseases have declined, others have in- 
creased, and the most farmidable of these 
are pngumonia and cancer. The greatest 
triumph oi medica] science—the defeat of 
cancer—still remains to be achieved. The 
discoverer of its dread secret will be 
crowned as a prime benefactor of the 

human race. 
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Lure of Diamonds. 


The “ get-rich-quick ” fever is the most 
infectious of all, and the lure of diamonds is 
attracting crowds of. prospectors to British 
Guiana. Rich deposits of the precious 
stone were found lately on the banks of 
the Mazaruni River, and a professor: of 
Harvard University, who has returned 
from a three months’ prospecting expedi- 
tion in that locality, declares that 
immense riches are. secreted there. 
Already thousands of men, with visions 
of easy fortunes svon to be within their 
grasp, have rushed to the spot and are 
digging like moles along .the river s brink. : 
A thousand “whites” and. some nine 
thousand negroes have ‘deserted their 
ordinary jobs to take part in the gamble, 
and very soon that number will be 
doubled. Doubtless, some fortunes will 
be made, but hundreds. certainly, will be 
shattered and lost. In these distressful 
times the temptation to get something for 
nothing is very strong, but the world 
does not want diamonds. to-day. All 
labour at present shoud be concentrated 
upon productive work,

“The Third Degree.” 


A fillip has been given to the Ameri- 
can demand for the abolition of the 
notorious “third degree’’ examination of 
prisoners by a scandal which has arisen 
in East St. Louis concerning the death of 
an Italian named Campanella. This man 
was found hanging from the door of his 
prison cell; but, although a verdict of 
suicide was returned at the inquest, sub- 
sequent inquiries gave. the authorities 
reason to believe that his death was caused 
by heavy blows on the head.’ Witnesses 
declare that they -heard terrible screams 
during the prisoner's examination, and 
all the police officials who are involved 
have been suspended. If torture actually 
has been practised on the man, ther the 
American administration ‘of justice needs 
to be remodelled thoroughly. Every mah 
who has fiot been proved to be guilty of 
a ¢rime ought to be presumed innocent. 
There never will be any respect for a 
code of justice which lends ‘itself io the 
evil practices of the “third degree.”

Meanwhile the firing had been heard by the 
Ballynakelly Special Constabulary patrol, and 
also a patrol-at Stewaristown.

Great alarm was caused hero at 8.50

The following official report was is.ued 
by General Headquarters, Beggars’ Bush,

“Kilkenny Castle, the last of tie nine 
posts held by the irregular jorces in Kil- 
kenny City, was surrendered to regular 
troops of the I.R.A. at 9 o'clock to-night.

REINFORCEMENTS ATTACKED.

THE PEOPLE ALARMED. 


Telegraphing from Kilkenny yesterday aftcr- 
noon, our Correspondent says:—After an inter- 
val of about an hour firing beiween the riva! 
forces was resumed at 6.30 o'clock on Tuesday 
evening, and was continued with great inten- 
sity till about 10.30 p.m. During the ®venin 
the irregular forces evacuated the Citv Hall. 

On the resumption of operations the regular 
troops attacked John street Police Barracks, 
and after a brief encounter the building was 
surrendered, and the irregulars were taken 
prisoners. During this encounter it is stated 
that one of the regular forces was wounded 4 
the face. 

In the course of the afternoon, just before 
John street Barracks was attacked, a member 
of the regular forces was wounded by a sniper. 

The next position to be attacked was the 
Imperial Hotel, the garrison in which had been 
strengthened by those who had evacuated tho 
City Hall. An armoured carp was placed in 
the Parade, and a gun was trained on the hotel. 
Rifle and machine-gun fire was opened on the 
buildings, to which the occupants replied, 
helped by snipers on the towers of the Castle. 

this was one of the fiercest encounters of the 
day, lasting from before 8 o’elock till about 9, 
when the irregular forces eurrendered, and a 
number of them were taken prisoners. The 
remainder, it is stated, left the buildings by the 
rear part before the surrender. For ebout an 
hour and a-half afterwards machine-gun and 
rifle firing resounded all over the city, the 
operations being carried on between the Castle, 
the Bank of Ireland, and the Prison, the last 
two buildings being manned by regular troops. 

An armoured car patrolled the town, and 
pedestrians were stopped and searched. 

The streets throughout the evening were de- 
serted, except for small groups congregated in 
secluded corners. 

When darkness came on the terror of the 
people was increased he fact that the 
streets remained unlighted 
Shortly before 10 o'clock. when the bring 
began to ease off, a young l, named Margaret 
Loughman, of New was seriously 
wounded. She had reached the corner of Watkin 
street, near the prison, while on her way. home 
with some companions, when a bullet struck 
her on the knee. She lost a great deal of blood 
before being taken into Messrs. Smithwick's 
premises, where she was attended to by Rev. 
Father Drea, C.C., St. Patrick’s, and received 
first aid. She was afterwards removed to tlic 
military bospital, where an operation was per- 
formed. The bullet was not found, but it is 
understood that the sinews of the leg arn 
seriously torn. On inquiry this (Wednosds 
morning it was learned that, owing to the loss 
of blood, little hope is entertained cf her re- 
covery.

EFFECT OF BALLAST 
OFFICE SEIZURE.

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In'an interview yesterday, Mr. David Barry, 
Chairman of the Dublin Port and Docks Board, 
said :— 

The taking over of the Board’s premises, 
books, documents, etc., by irregular forces has’ 

ralysed the activities of the Dublin Port and 

ocks Board to such an extent that it has been 
found impossible to carry on the ordinary work 
of the Port. 

It may not be generally understood, by th 
citizens that the work of the Board is carrie 
on* by committees, and that, actually, the 
weekly meeting of the Board every Thursday, 
in the presénce of the Press, is mainly con- 
cerned with confirming the minutes of the com: 
mittees. As an illustration, arrangements had 
been made by the following committees to meet 
in the Board’s office to-day (Wednesday) :— 
Finance Commiitee, Staff Committee, Custom 
Docks. Committee, Berthage Committee, and 
Committee of the Whole Board. 

The Finance Committee is of paramount im- 
portance, as all accounts for matérials, wages, 
etc., must be passed by this Committee before 
cafe ir can be made, and, as a consequence of 
the intolerable conditions prevailing at present, 
all accounts and wages sheets, for wages due to 
employes on Saturday next, are “held up.” 

he Committee of the Whole Board must 
arrange to investigate calmly and thoroughly 
the position of the Port, particularly the ques- 
tion of Port development, and meet the ex- 
ected economic revival of Irish trade and in- 
ustries under an Irish Free State Government. 
As all records; ineluding the financial position 


agree to provide sandbags to take their place, 
it is obvious that the Board can do abeotueate 
nothing towards carrying on the ordinary busi- 
ness of the Port, let alone the continuance of 
Port development. 

A deputation of the weekly employés waited 
on the Board this morning with reference 
to their wages due this week, and an assurance 
was given that the Board would endeavour to 
make arrangeinents to meet all wages due on 
Saturday. The Engineer, Harbour Master, and 
Custom House Docks Manager, in pursuance of 
the notice already given, have to discharge the 
men in their respective departments, unless, in 
the meantime, the Board regain possession of 
their premises, books, documents, etc. 

Owners of steamers are advised that after 
this week cranes will not be available for 
handling cargo. Goods cannot be received and 
delivered at the Custom House Docks, and 
owners are required to make their own arrange- 
ments for receipt and delivery; and any other 
services, including tugs, towage, ballasting, 
etc., performed by the Board will be suspenbel. 


REFUSED PASSPORT.

SIR C. TOWNSHEND AND 
TURKEY, 

Sir Charles Townshend has been refused a 
passport to visit Turkey, and when he raised 
the question yesterday iu the House of 
Commons, Mr. Chamberlain that ‘Sir 

roverred his istance 
to the Foreign Office tb con dtiet neotittions: 
either in a private capacity or on behalf of the 
Government, both ab Angora and at Constanti- 
nople. 

While convinced of the entirely patriotic spirit 
in which these offers had been made, Mr. Cham- 
berlain added; the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs had been unable to take advan- 
tage of them because he did not feel that 
the presence of Sir Charles Townshend would 
conduce to the end which, equally with him, 
the Government had in view. Such a journey 
taken at the present time could not fail to be 
misunderstood, both by their Allies and. by 
Turkey, as an official mission. 

Colonel Ashley asked why a passporf was re- 
fused to Bir Charles Townshend, while Lieu- 
tenant-Commander~ Kenworthy was granted a 
passport to visit Genoa, and whether Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Kenworthy was authorised 
to .enter into negotiations with the Soviet 
Government on behalf of His Majesty's Goverp- 
ment? 

Mr. Chamberlaii—There can be no sort of 

allel between a visit by my hon. and gallant 
riend with the reputation he enjoys in Turkey 
and. the effect of a visit by him under the pre- 
sent. circumstances. to that country and the 
effect of a visit by Lieutenant-Commander Kep- 
worthy to Genoa. (Laughter). Nobody is likely 
to suppose that Liéutendnt-Commander Ken- 
worthy carries any authority direct or indirect

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STRIKE. 
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OFFICIAL REPORTS. 

Reports issued from Beggar’s Bush Barracks 
last night include the following :— 

“Commandant Paul, who had been organis- 
ing for G.H.Q. in Waterford City and County. 
is at present on hunger strike in Waterford 
County Infirmary. He was removed on Friday, 
midnight, from the Infantry Barrack, Water- 
ford, where he had been detained by the irre- 
ular forces,. to tlie Infirmary. Commandant 
Pant had then been on hunger strike for four 
days, and was removed to hospital in a weak 
state on medical orders. Two hours after Com- 
mandant Paul had arrived in the Infirmary a 
party of irregulars was placed as a guard over 
him. As a protest, Commandant Paul con- 
tinued the hunger strike, and is at present in 
,a very weak condition. He understood that 
his removal meant. his unconditional release, 
otherwise he should have refused to leave the 
barrack. The medical authorities ~have pro- 
tested against the continued detention of Com- 
mandant- Paul, in view of the fact that he is 
duffering from cardiac weakness. ‘The local 
papers have refased to publish any details of 
the affair.” :

MOTOR DRIVERS’ LICENCES, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Six,—I have read with interest your com- 
ments relative to the examination of motor 
owners, in which you advocate that such should 
be examined for driving licences before licences 
are granted, and I would like to state that this 
matter has engaged the serious consideration 
of my Committee many times during past 
years. On every occasion, although new argu- 
ments have been brought forward, the result 
has been the same, and my Committee have 
considered that there can be no object or any 
useful purpose served by holding such examina~ 
tions, and it would only impose another means 
whereby motorists woull become liable for ad- 
ditional charges. The granting of a licence 
‘should be regarded. in the same way as the 

ranting of a licence for, say, a dog or a sport- 
ng gun. . It’ is.only as a means of registration 
that this ig done, and it should not m any 
way be taken as & proof of ability to drive. 
The well-worn argument that a blind man can 
obtain a licence to drive is frequently brought 
forward. A blind man can also take out a 
licence for a sporting gun; but nobody sug- 

ests that granting tho<licence guarantees that 

e will be able to use the gun skilfully, or that 
he may not inflict bodily harm on other persons 
through want of skill, or negligence. 

Assuming that motor licences were issued 
only after examination, I suggest that it would 
be no guarantee against accident, Accidents 
are rarely eaused by beginners, because they 
are so careful that there is little chance of 
their doing any harm. A driver with years of 
experience, if he is not capable of having due 
regard to the safety of the public, is more 
likely to cause an accident, and it cannot be 
suggested that examining him for driving pro- 
ficiency would make him a careful driver. 
Another objection that I see is that there is no 
means whereliy’ a person becoming, perhaps, 
physically unfit according to medical standard 
laid down during the period of his licence, 
could be prevented from driving a motor 
vehicle, and it would have “to. rest with the 
owner of the licence to report the fact to the 
authorities in order that they might withdraw 
the licence. The question of medical examina- 
tion as well as a proficiency test for all motor 
drivers présents great difficulties, and | cannot 
see that there is any argument which could 
be put forward to justify such a system, 

I must question your statement that “no 
town in Europe suffers so much from the motor 
nuisance as Dublin, and the main cause of the 
accidents is the dangerous speed at which in- 
experienced drivers dash through the city 
streets.”” I think that motor driving in Dublin 
is quite as good as in most cities, and when 
one cousiders that Dublin is probably the only 
remaining -city in which pedestrians consider 
that they Haye unliniited rights.to wander at 
will in the éarriage way, the small number of 
accifentss which oceur cannot be deemed un- 
satisfac i; * The remedy for dangerous driving 
is the mere~general use 6f the powers for sus- 
pending licences, and I think much might be 
done in cases of real wunconsiderate driving 
were licences é@uspended for varying periods, 
instead of seeking to achieve this end by an 
examination for driving proficiency which could 
be passed by my person of average intelligence 
after a few lessons. Obviously a medical ex- 
amination has no bearing whatever on this 
question.

A bureau has been 
ses up at Chester for the purpose of aasistin 
them in finding suitable accommodation, an 
for advising them as to the localities in Great 
Britain in which they are hkely to find the best 
opportunities of obtaming work. 

Lord Robert Cecil—Is it proposed to extend 
a similar measuré of proteerion to other por. 
tions of the population who are threatened with 
death in Southern Ireland? 

Sir Hamar Greenwood—In_  reéforente to the 
Southern population, many of whom have been 
evicted, and some of whom liave suffered death, 
and certainly terrorism, the Government at: pre- 
sent are considering what cun be done, Up to 
the present the number is comparatively small.

Mr. R. MeNeill—When these disbanded 
R.1.C. men and their families leave Ireland to 
eome to this country is any protection given 
them in order that their lives may not be 
sacrificed.

The chief points upon which the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer was attacked yesterday, when 
the debate on the Budget was resumed at West- 
minster, were that he regarded reparations 
from Germany as “ wind falls,” and that he 
hac not given the taxpayers sufficient relief. 

Dealing with the latter point, Bir Godfrey 
Collins said that Britain’s* financial system— 
the admiration of the world——-was showing signs 
of breaking down under the strain imposed 
upon it by the Government. If extravagance 
hud been curtailed, both direct and indirect 
taxation could have been reduced. The taxa- 
tion levied in* America last year was at the rate 
of £13 10s. per head; im France it was about 
£8. and in Great Britain it was £19. 

Sir William Davidson said that Britain was 
groaning under the burden of taxation, while 
m Germany the burden was comparatively 
light. 

‘Replying to the points raised during the three 
days’ debate, Sir Robert ‘Horne denied Mr. 
Asquith’s assertion that the Budget was a 
‘‘vamble.’” He had no fear in respect of the 
estimates, always assuming that there’ were no 
untoward events that would upset any calcula- 
tions. He believed that there would be a 
margin at the end of the year; for, as trade 
revived, there would be an increase in the yield 
from Customs and Excise, and also in excess 
profits duty. The receipts from income tax 
might exceed the estimate. He repudiated the 
suggestion that he intended to borrow in order 
to reduce taxation, Borrowing did not affect 
exchange, só Íohg as it was hot done by creat- 
ing fictitious credit. He agreed that expendi- 
ture must be reduced as far as possible. As 
regards the burden of taxation, he 
that the case of America was not a proper com- 
parison.

It has been a common complaint for a con- 
siderable period that architects were not receiv- 
ing the opportunities they were entitled to in 
the general scheme of reconstruction. Mass pro- 
duction schemes of housing and standardised 
methods of making fittings, etc., for Govern- 
ment, tended towards a stereotyped system of 
architecture that did not allow of full bertefit 
being derived by the public from the talent 
and experience of the profession. 

In Ireland, the architectural profegsion has 
every. reason to view the future with satisfac- 
tion. There is abundance of work for them in 
every corner of the land, and it has been made 
clear that the new Government is anxious that 
néw buildings should be worthy of the new 
State.: At the Royal Institute of Architects of 
Ireland, Mr. J. J. Walsh, the Postmaster- 
General, delivered a speech that was greatly 
appreciated, not only by those who heard him, 
but by all interested in the building and recon- 
struction. He said that the architects of Ire- 
land should assert themselves im the present 
juncture. Towns and cities bad to be rebuilt, 
and they would have their opportunity.. The 
Dublin General Post Office would have to be 
restored, and he looked to the architects to 
produce in that, and in other buildings; some- 
thing that would be distinctively Irish, and at 
the same time a thing of beauty.
